Claim 8, 9, 10-21 and 25 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0157896 issued to Bates (hereinafter 
"Bates") in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,172,683 issued to West (hereinafter "West) and 
Swiss Patent No. CH000690545A5 issued to Graf (hereinafter "Gran- 
Applicant respectfully submits that Claims 8, 9, 10-21 and 25 are patentable over 
the cited references. However, in order to obtain issuance of subject matter deemed 
allowable by the Examiner, Applicant cancels without prejudice or disclaimer Claims 8, 
9, 10-21 and 25 and reserves the right to further prosecute the subject matter of Claims 
8, 9, 10-21 and 25 in continuing applications.
